Missions Have Not Suffered; 

The foreign missions have not suf- 
fored as ti result of the world-wide 
War was the statement last night by 
the Rev. J. H. Arnup, B.A. field 
secretary of the department of for- 
eign missions, in an address to the 
Alberta Methodist conference, It 
Was anticipated, he said, that there 
would be @ great falling-off in mis- 
siouary contributions, but at the pre- 
sent time the returns for the whole 
of the Methodist church of Canada 
are thirty thousand dollars ahead of 
the same date last year. In addition. 
not & single missionary had been 
Withdrawn, and no salaries had been 
reduced, although all expansion work 
had been eliminated, 

Mr. Arnup aceounted for this by 
saying that foreign missionary move- 
ments always seemed fo flourish in 
time of war, During the twenty 
years’ war, from 1798 to 1815. the 
Church Missionary society, the ‘Bri- 
tush pra Foreign Bible society, the 
Religious Tract society, the Wesleyan 
Missionary society, and the great Am- 
erican missionary boards, all were 
started on their careers 

War Hinders Work, 

The speaker dealt withe the incon- 
Veniences of the war in missionary 
fields. Twenty-five missionaries of 
the London missionaty were taken 
prisoners of war in German Hast Af- 
rica, Palestine, and Arabia. Bight 
hundred German missionaries in Bri- 
(ish territory were either sent home 
or allowed to renin ou parole, Mis- 
sionary work throughout the world 
had been greatly interrupted, not only 
by the withdrawal of hundreds of 
missionaries, but thousands ef native 
assistants, Not a single missionary. 
however, had been reported as taking 
advantage of his position to do a trai- 
torous act to his enemies, 

The work of internatiogal boards, 
too. had been interrupted. The Mor- 
avian mission board, for instance, is 
composed of one from Great Britain, 
one from U.S, and one from Germany. 
There have been no meetings lately
